Acbdequest of £3,000 to found a 
college for the training of men 
and women mediums in spiritu- 
atism led to a novel legal dispute 
recently in which Sie Arthur 
Conan Dosle figured.

Russell in the Chancery Division 
had to decila was whether the 
sum which was left by'a German 
named Gustav Adolf Hummetter-

SIR A. CONAN DOYLE'S

Mr G. B. Hurst, K.C. who 
sppeared for the Alliance, read 
affidavits by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle and others, testifying to 
the healing nature oftha psychical 
treatment of disease. 

Sie Arthur Conan Dosle said 
be was one of the senior mombers 
ofthe Psychical Research Sociaty, 
and bad. been interested in 
psychic masters for 30 years.
